What is the Beatific Vision? 

It is the vision or the sight of 
God enjoyed by the saints in 
Heaven. The principal happi- 
ness in Heaven will consist in 
seeing God face to face. The 
human soul is. empowered to 
behold God in all His beauty and 
splendor, by the “light of glory” 
imparted to the same. 

Have the Popes received any 
revelation since the Apostles’ 
time?

It may be argued that Protestant churchmen do 
not favor the particular brand of religion t taught in 
the Catholic school. But if they reflected only a mo- 
ment they would be forced to confess that C atholic 
children are taught ~ ything which the most exact- 
ing of them holds to be fundamental in Christianity 
or essential to s: dadhion, Those who are now being 
trained in re ligious principles and who are tying their 
faith to something definite, are the ones who will save 
Christianity for the world.
